W ) ARE just about on top again. That traditional 
‘‘barometer of trade,” the iron and steel industry, 
tands at a new high-level output exceeding the best 
record of the pre-panic boom. The volume of business 
generally, as measured by bank clearings and railroad 
earnings, is fully as great as ever before. Stocks, taking 
the average of the leading issues, are close to the previous 
high-water mark; and the average price of over a hundred 
staple commodities is only a little below the highest level 
of 1907 

It was a similar situation in the fall of 1907 that brought 
ona reaction. There wasn’t money enough to carry with 
comfort such a load of business. The panic might have 
been avoided; but the strain upon credit created a condi- 
tion out of which panic easily developed. 

Yet now, only two years later, we are carrying the same 
load with ease Money is still quite abundant; credit 
freely obtainable. In the two years the stock of gold in 
the country has increased more than two hundred million 
dollars; of gold and banknotes, over three hundred mil- 
lions 

In a word, we have a broader base. 

This fall, within little more than a month, the Bank of 
Germany and the Bank of England advanced their discount 
rates, from three and a half and two and a half per cent, 
respectively, to five per cent. Credits were expanding too 
fast over there, and those powerful institutions took steps 
in time to preserve a proper proportion between the base 
and the superstructure. They proposed to reduce loans 
and increase their stocks of gold. Besides the direct effect, 
theiraction has a very important collateral, or sentimental, 
effect. As compared with them our headless banking sys- 
tem is at a disadvantage. 


No Money Out of the Air 


N FIVE years New York City has spent some six hun- 

dred and fifty millions of her citizens’ money, theannual 
expenditure having increased about fifty per cent in that 
time. One year, in the City Hall, an average employee 
cleaned a room and a half a day; and ina near-by private 
building one employee cleaned seventeen rooms a day 
Cleaning-cost in the municipal structure was three hun- 
dred and seventy dollars a room; in the private structure 





it was twenty-four dollars. For a great many articles the 
city paid two or three times as much as did a private pur- 
chaser. To run the city costs nearly as much as to run 


ill the states in the Union. Whether the waste is forty 
per cent or only twenty-five, it still amounts to a very 
large item 

Until lately New York has accepted this rather com- 
placently. Over ninety per cent of the direct taxes come 
from real estate, and the value of real estate has been 
increasing nearly as fast as the city’s expenditures. Until 
last year, therefore, the tax rate was not raised. Themoney 
eemed to come out of the air. A lot-owner paid more in 
taxes, but only because his lot was worth more; so why 
hould he complain? But to make his lot bring an income 
commensurate with this higher valuation he must raise 
the rent, and the tenants’ money did not come out of the 
iir, but out of their own, or somebody else’s, copious per-

Naturally, the latter 
triumphed. About six hundred years later the Romans 
themselves had become malarious. There was nothing 
much the matter with their institutions or habits; but 
their temperature had gone up to a hundred in the shade 
and they had no appetite. Thus Alaric’s frosty Goths 
made hash of them 
For several hundred years Greece and Rome have been 
part of the statesman’s and publicist’s stocks in trade 
‘You know what happened to Rome,” they have said 
‘“*Well, unless you do as we advise, the same thing will 
happen to you.” The habit is not so prevalent as it 
a century ago; yet only recently Mr. Roosevelt « 
in Rome to enforce a race-suicide argument. Still more 
recently we were assured that free trade would ruin us 
because it had ruined Rome.

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OUT-OF-DOORS 


The Earthworm, Mr. Darwin and the Woodcock 


or earthworm, as it severally is 

called, is one of the humblest yet one 
of the most useful creatures of the outdoor 
world. No less a scientist than Doctor 
Darwin himself has devoted a volume to 
the life and adventures of this pallid, gentle 
and somewhat wriggly creature. He points 
out how indispensable it is to mankind, 
since it keeps the earth perforated after 
the fashion of a porous plaster and thus 
lets in the gentle dew of heaven. Without 
the earthworm we should not have crops, 
and without crops we should not have any 
stock exchange, and without the stock 
exchange we should have neither any 
government nor any civilization. It would 
seem that we have been overlooking one of 
the most important of our infant indus- 
tries, which, in spite of its importance, has 
never had any protection at all. The hand 
of every man and the beak of every bird 
are turned against the earthworm 

The learned scientist is credited with 
exhausting the subject of the earthworm 
in his treatise, yet he fails to point out 
one special point of its value. Without 
the earthworm we should lack the wood- 
cock, which disputes with the terrapin and 
the canvasback the place of preéminence 
before the seats of the mighty. This be- 
loved and mysterious bird would cease 
to exist but for the aid and comfort of the 
yatient worm that is born to blush unseen 
veneath the soil, except on rainy mornings 
Without this diet of worms the woodcock 
would not be able to make a living and 
would not be good to eat. In the last anal- 
ysis, as the editorial page says, the earth- 
worm is not to be sneezed at. 

Perhaps the woodcock could die eating 
earthworms if it could get all it wanted, 
which is something no woodcock ever did 
In turn we could die eating woodcock if we 
could get enough of them, which also we 
never do. They cost from two dollars to 
four dollars each at fashionable cafés, and 
some taxidermists will give you two dollars 
apiece for good specimens, so it may be 
seen that the species is becoming somewhat 
scarce. Even in years of plenty this bird 
has always been mysterious, irregular and 
impossible to classify. Perhaps Darwin 
could solve the earthworm, but certainly 
he could not have done the full biography 
of the woodeock. The latter is the freak 
of all game birds. When it disappears it 
simply vanishes When it comes it does 
so without warning, silently, mysteriously. 
Native to all the eastern half of the United 
States, there is no place where it can regu- 
larly be found innumbers. Yet very often 
it lives, unsuspected, neargreat cities. One 
of the surest woodcock covers of the coun- 
try is at the edge of a town of over two 
million people, and there are not a dozen 
shooters of that city who know it.

The Travels of the Woodcock 


In many parts of the eastern and central 
states the woodcock finds the low, muddy 
covers that it prefers and it is better 
known as a sporting bird there than far- 
ther to the west, although the mud islands 
and willow flats of the upper Mississippi at 
one time held this species in extraordinary 
numbers. Today it is rarely seen in any 
great quantities unless a freezing spell in 
Mississippi and Arkansas drives it down 
out of its canebrake wintering grounds to 
the edge of the Gulf At such towns as 
Biloxi, Mississippi, and points in lower 
Louisiana they have been slaughtered in 
hundreds in such flights. As soon as the 
weather moderates to the north this tem- 
porary migration turns back again and the 
visible supply of woodcock is once more 
lost in the brakes and forests of the warm 
southern land. In the spring it works 
back farther north, and its’ breeding 
grounds may be found almost anywhere 
north of the Ohio River, provided it has 
found a piece of country suitable to its 
own ideas. It must be closely-covered 
country offering warm, soft mud rather 
than wet marsh. In short, it must be 
country where worms can be found from 
the time the frost goes out of the ground 
until it appears again in the fall 

In appearance the woodcock is the wisest 
and weirdest of all game birds. The rus- 
sets, reds and browns of its plumage are 


very beautiful, but its long bill and its big, 
prominent eye, which is situated directly 
in the top of its head, give it an aspect in 
keeping with its mysterious nature. As it 
flies it can see around it and behind it, and 
as it passes you close, with its bill folded 
down well on the breast, not extended like 
that of a snipe, and its big eye taking in 
everything that goes on, it is an extraordi- 
nary sort of thing to witness, like some pre- 
historic holdover not belonging to this 
day and age. It is able to see at night 
and that is almost the only time it feeds, 
although it sometimes moves out in the 
early evening to the mud flats of the river. 

How a woodcock finds the worms in 
the ground is something no man really 
knows, not even Darwin. Captive wood- 
cock have been noticed to make a sort of 
patting sound on the ground with their feet, 
and some people in their haste have said 
that the bird always does this, imitating 
the sound of rain to decoy the worms to the 
surface. It would seem a worm of low 
intellect that could be fooled in that way, 
but the patting motion of the feet seems 
well established. It is now known, also, 
that the tip of the upper mandible can be 
moved upward and is under the muscular 
control of the bird. Some think the wood- 
cock can hear the worm underground, but 
its methods seem to be more or less em- 
pirical, for it bores a great many holes. 
These round holes, with the stain, make 
what is known as the “‘sign’’ of woodcock, 
by which the presence of the bird is deter- 
mined by the cognoscenti. If you examine 
these round holes you will hardly find one 
that shows the surface of the earth broken 
by the pulling out of the body of a worm. 
Does the wily bird pull the worm out 
endwise, shifting it in its flexible bill? 
This deponent saith not. There are a great 
many uncanny things and unanswered 
questions about this fowl. 


The Bird’s Curious Tricks 


The mud that the woodcock likes must 
be clean and sweet, not sour ground, and it 
must be less watery than the marsh fre- 
quented by jacksnipe. Such cover is 
most often found under the alder thickets 
which grow along small streams. Some- 
times you will find it also in willow flats, 
but the overflow grounds are not the best. 
Sometimes you will find woodcock in tall 
marsh grass, and again you may find them 
on dry hazel-brush ridges, apparently bask- 
ing in the sun. There must, however, be 
feeding ground not far away, and when 
that ground becomes too cold or too dry 
the woodcock folds its bill on its bosom 
and steals away some moonlight night. 

In its courting time the woodcock ‘is 
very interesting, as a few lucky sportsmen 
can attest. It goes up into the air with 
something of the hurtling sound of the 
jacksnipe in similar gyrations, and when 
it alights it sometimes runs and struts 
forall the world like a little turkey gobbler. 
One has had them drop almost. within 
reach in the thick cover and stand there 
with drooping wings and fanned out tail, 
wholly comical in appearance. This 
procedure, of course, is entirely different 
from the antics of the female woodcock, 
which will pretend to have a broken wing 
and will so decoy you away from her nest, 
just as a grouse would do. The hen wood- 
cock is larger than the male bird, as is the 
female of many species of the hawk 

Another mysterious habit of the wood- 
cock is the chattering noise that it makes, 
or sometimes makes, when it takes wing 
Often this will make you aware of the 
presence of the bird where otherwise you 
would not have known of it. It sounds 
as though made by the vocal organs, but 
the sharps tell us that it is made by the 
stiff primaries of the wing beating against 
the air. At full speed, and in the open, it 
will nearly always make this noise. This 
habit is not, however, invariable even with 
full-grown specimens, and sometimes even 
in the open the woodcock will fly as 
silently as an owl, precisely like some wily 
old grouse which will go off like dynamite 
in front of you, but which will sneak away 
silently if it thinks you have passed by 
without seeing it

The proper analysis of a piece of business 
property in the congested business center 
of a large city is in reality a delicate and 
complex question calling for a specialist 
and the most exact and careful computa- 
tion, from the broad and general questions 
of location down to the smallest details 
In fact, it demands finer and closer mathe- 
matical calculation and exerts a greater 
influence on income results than do the 
actual engineering and erection of the 
building itself, because it includes every 
factor of the construction cost and rental 
income, and has many features of its own. 

Commencing with the ground, the im- 
portant things to be considered are its 
dimensions, the length of frontage on 
streets and alleys--and frontage is to be 
subdivided into primary frontage and sec- 
ondary frontage. The former must be 
taken to mean, for all buildings that stand 
on corners, the extension of the building 
on the busier street of the two; the second- 
ary frontage is the extension on the less 
busy of the two streets. In deciding the 
primary and secondary frontage there 
comes in a long list of things that must 
be taken into consideration: the sidewalk 
traffic, whether there are street cars-—-and 
street cars are great business builders, 
worthy, as such, of an article to them- 
selves. Then comes the traffic in wagons, 
carriages and automobiles. And, finally, 
the mental condition of the traffic - are the 
passers-by in a purchasing state of mind 
or are they on a cross street, hurrying to 
the main thoroughfare ? 


The Streets Where People Buy 


It is a peculiar trait of the human intel 
ect that when bent upon general shopping 
the mind generally becomes centered upon 
one thoroughfare or a locality where shops 
ire largest and most numerous. Peopk 
will hasten along the side streets, giving 
‘omparatively little attention to such es- 
tablishments as exist there; but when the 
hopping center is reached the pace is 
lackened and the mind turns to the ques- 
tion of buying. The people wander up and 
down the principal shopping streets, creat- 
ng the human congestion which gives to 
property on a principal retail thoroughfare 
value beyond that existing upon any 
street that intersects it 
Other general questions concern the size

bearing condition for less than fifteen hun- 
dred to two thousand dollars an acre is 
probably not worth the buying. Its pur- 
chaser will simply be paying for the 
other man’s education in apple culture. 
But from the experience and the experi- 
ments of these pioneers the new man should 
be guided in planning his own orchard. 

First of all, he may make certain that 
irrigated fruit growing is not a poor man’s 
proposition. It is not an undertaking for 
the man without several thousand dollars 
in hand. As in every other business, more 
failures are due to this lack than to any 
other cause. The proper amount of money 
varies with each individual, for much de- 
pends on a man’s willingness to grit his 
teeth and endure hard living and poor 
commons until his orchard comes into bear- 
ing. For the average man from three to 
four thousand dollars’ capital is essential 
That will be enough to make a first pay- 
ment on his land, prepare it, set out the 
trees, build a livable shack and carry him 
and the trees through the first and hardest 
year of preparation In the second year 
and thereafter he should be able to get a 
fair living by growing some light crop be- 
tween the ranks of his young trees. If a 
market is at hand potatoes are an ideal 
crop for such planting. They shot ild pay, 
under irrigation, one hundred ‘doll: irs’ proht 
to each acre 

Sometimes men without capital, but who 
have a good trade, are advised to set out an 
orchard and let it develop while they earn 


a living as carpenters or masons. In the 
opinion of many experts the plan is not a 
good one. The man who wants big profits 


from his trees must devote most of his 
attention to them, even from the first. To 
the most successful growers every tree in 
their orchards has a distinct individuality 

a number, if not a name. Its peculiari- 
ties are studied and humored, its individ- 
ual wants supplied, a careful record of its 
annual vie ld kept The five or six years 
ot growth before bearing are none too long 
fora man to get thoroughly well acquainted 
with his trees 

Meanwhile, all about him his neighbors 
are picking the crop from. ade veloped 
orehards or are doing their best to bring 
young trees into bearing By watching what 
they are doing by talking over with them 
their successe and failures, he will add to 
his own experience the lessons that they 
can teach. In this way only, by regular 
laboratory work in his own orchard, plus 
the lectures of the leading experts in his 
district, can the greenhorn hope to win the 
degree of S. lL.

confronts always the mighty power of the 
sea. In hisintercourse with foreign peoples 
he must re ony sent the nation with dignity 
and courtesy; he must act with judgment, 
vigor and decis sion if called upon to protect 
the country’s interests, and he must accept 
full responsibility for any action he takes. 

While there are very few indeed among 
those officers of the i nited States Navy 
with the right to wear the silver eagle on 
the gold bullion of their epaulettes who are 
not worthy, in the highest sense of the 
word, of the honorable rank they bear, 
there are captains—and 
**happy ship’’—by which the sailor means 
the general contentment and efficiency of 
the ship’s company is a pretty sure sign 
of wise government by the ‘Old Man,” 
but faults of temperament or a certain lack 
of tact or judgment on the part of a com- 
manding officer in the exercise of authority, 
even though his acts are fully within the 
bounds of law and the regulations govern- 
ing the Navy, may make life uncomfortable 
for his subordinates, and especially so for 
his officers. He may be a well-meaning 
man, one who in social relations with his 
officers is an agreeable host, and yet he 
may by every word and act in his official 
c apacity ‘vet on to the nerves” of those 
under him The results of his technical 
and scientific knowledge and theory may 
have proved of great benefit to the service 
at large, yet he may never have learned the 
art of handling men. The bully, the petty 
tyrant, pure and simple, is extremely rare 
in the naval service of the United States 
I have known of but one of the sort in 
command, and that was years ago, and he 
came to grief in due time. It is the fussy, 


nervous skipper, or the oceasional man 
with a disposition to nag and find fault 
who affects more or less adversely the 


contentment of a ship’s company.
